EDITOR'S DAYBOOK — On 
Jan. 1 a newly-created Illinois 
Youth Commission began its 
drive on juvenile delinquency 
—a drive that is aimed to di- 
vert would-be criminals be- 
fore they get into real trou- 
ble. 


The plan really is the brainchild 


of the American Bar association 
and hag received the strong back- 
ing of Gov. William Stratton. 
* * * 


Some idea of how the youth com- 


mission will function is outlined by 
Eugene 3. Czachorski, Chicago, a 
member of the commission. Thirty- 
six trained technicians have been 
sent into Illinois communities to 
work with groups whose main ob-. 
Ject is to prevent delinquency. 


Since the delinquent is the prod- 


uct of the community, it is be- 
lieved that to prevent crime, the 
pattern of the community must be 
changed and that local groups are 
the ones which can help. 


"Such community help is based 


on the idea that a youth will take 
help or advice from a neighbor 
or friend when he would reject it 
from an outsider," Czarhoraki 
observe*. "These groups art as 
counselors for youth*. More than 
that, they carry on projects, such 
as the establishment of ramps, 
which are of immeasurable aid 
in shifting the community pat- 
tern." 
The idea is not new, as you can 


readily see, but it is receiving the 
•upport of technicians, plus state 
funds, in promoting the community 
service.

Czachorski says. Thus, if a juve- 
nile feels he has been treated un- 
justly while being confined, he 
may be heard and if Uie complaints 
are valid, corrective measures can 
be taken in the state's institutions.

The commission again will be 


active when the youth prepares 
•gain to become a member of 
society. Technical help to make 
this transition will be provided 
by the commission. 
Gov. Stratton has named two ad- 


visory boards to the youth com- 
mission. The two boards are the 
community services a d v i s o r y 
board and the correctional services 
advisory board. Members of both 
serve without pay.

if their bodies had been recovered. 


Mrs. Baker, who Ived in Lima, 


Ohio, was an official of the Baha'i 
faith, which has its headquarters 
in Wilmette, 111. Her family said 
she was on a speaking tour in In- 
dia and the Far East for Baha'i, 
which advocates spiritual unity of 
mankind and universal peace. 


Macmillan's London office said 


Schuchmann, 29, was a native of 
Lebanon, 111. He was traveling on 
behalf of the company. 


A former members of the staff of 


the Bloomington, 111., Pantagraph, 
Schuchmann attended the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and Oxford Univer- 


sity in England. He also formerly 
worked for the State Department. 


29 Passengers 


There were 29 passengers and a 


crew of six aboard. This morning 
British Overseas Airways had not 
officially given them up for lost, 
but a top airline official in Rome 
said: "I believe there are no sur- 
vivors." 


Fisherman here said even if any- 


one survived the crash, they could 
not have lived long in the frigid 
waters. 


Though BOAC officials in Rome 


and London were skeptical, a pre- 
liminary investigation today indi- 
cated the aircraft expolded in the 
air, killing thos* aboard in the 
blast. 


One farmer told of hearing the 


explosion and seeing "pieces fall- 
ing toward the sea," followed by 
another explosion and a flash of 
light. Elba's chief surgeon, after 
examining the recovered bodies, 
said they died from a concussion, 
with the force coming from below, 
and were already dead when they 
hit the water.

of snow had fallen by 6 a.m. (CST). 
The weather bureau predicted a 
fall of more than 15 inches before 
the storm subsides early Tuesday. 


Southern New England was ex- 


pected to get a foot of snow, and 
from 4 to 6 inches were predicted 
for northern New England. The 
weather bureau predicted 4 inches 
of snow for upstate New York.

The tempera- 
ture tumbled to 23 below zero at 
Cariboue, Maine, and was well be- 
low zero in parts of New York 
state.

Flexible Farm Props, 
Regulated Surpluses, 
T-H Changes Listed 
WASHINGTON UK—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower recommend- 
ed today that 21:, billion del- 
lars of present farm sur- 
pluses be "frozen" from reg. 
ular markets and that the 
government move into a flex- 
ible farm price support pro- 
gram. 


In a special message to Congress, 


the President said the-agricultural 
problem is as "serious and com- 
plex" as any confronting the legis- 
lators. 


"Immediate action is needed," 


he told them, "to arrest the grow- 
ing threat to our present agricul- 
tural program and to prevent the 
subsequent economic distress that 
could follow in our farming areas." 


Urges Revision 


Eisenhower also sent the law- 


makes a separate message asking 
revision of the Taft-Hartley labor 
law. A major point of his request 
on this was for a provision re- 
quiring a vote of workers before 
a. strike could be called. He also 
called for a "thorough study" of 
union welfare and pension funds 
"with a view of enacting such leg- 
islation as will protect and con- 
serve these funds for the millions 
of working men and women who 
are the beneficiaries." 


These two programs—farm and 


labor — affect the two largest 
groups of voters in the nation.

wheat and corn would be isolated 
from the market so as not to have 
a depressing effect on prices. 


Such "frozen" stocks could not 


be sold to commercial users, farm- 
ers, exporters or to foreign buyeri 
who ordinarily purchase in iej;u- 
ar channels. They could be used 
only for donation to the school 
unch program, public institutions, 
elief, or earmarked for emergen- 
cy stock piles. 


These surpluses are already in 


government hands through "pur- 
chases under prize support pro- 
grants. 


Asks More Funds 


The President said he will aslc 


Congress to increase the price sup- 
port funds of the Commodity Cred- 
it Corp. from the present ceiling 
of 6*4 billion dollars to 84 billion. 


He said that because of the big 


buildup of surpluses in the hands 
of the corporation under price sup- 
ports, more money will be needed. 
Agriculture 
Department experts 


have predicted that corporation in- 
vestments in surpluses may pass 
six billion dollars by spnng. 


The government supports prices 


of farm products by stepping into 
the market and buying whenever 
the price drops to the support lev- 
el, or by making loans to farmers 
at the support levels. 


Crop Is Security 


The farmer's crop is security for 


the loan. If prices go down, he 
can elect not to pay the loan, leav- 
ing the crop to the government. 
If prices go up. he can pay off 
the loan, take back his crop and 
sell it. 


Under the President's program, 


price props on major crops would, 
vary between 75 and 90 per cent of 
parity. Parity is a standard for 
measuring farm prices, declared 
by law to be fair to farmers in re- 
lation to prices they pay. 


The President said adjustment 


to a new farm program must bo 
accomplished gradually in the in- 
terest of farmers and in the inter- 
est of the economy of the nation 
as a whole. 


Little yew 


As to specific crops, the program 


outlined today offered little that 
was new, except in the case of 
wool. For this commodity, the 
President suggested the use of 
production payments as a method 
of assuring producers fair income. 
Such payments w*re a feature of 
the controversial farm program 
advanced In 1949. by President 
Truman's then secretary of agri*

Science Has Not Yet Tapped the 


Well of Human Behavior 


Scientists meeting in Boston recently felt compelled to 


digest some rather unflattering scientific findings: 


That in business and in the rearing and educating of 


children, unscientific ways of training often achieve better 
results than scientific methods. 


That nonseientists frequently do a better job than scien- 


tists in teaching people how to live and improve their lot 
in life.This isn't easy stuff for the psychologists and other spe- 
cialists to swallow. 


For instance, they have found that many of our most 


successful businessmen ought—by their scientific tests— 
to have failed long ago. Conversely, other studies show 
that men who pass their leadership tests with high scores 
often do not attract business managers. 


The scientists' somewhat sad conclusion was that the 


best way to pick a man for top business leadership is to 
ask his boss how good he is. 
«

Some of those who make the most effective leaders 


haven't had any specific leadership training at all. On 
the other hand, the savants learned that carefully charted 
college educations frequently "breed leadership out of the 
men." 


As if this bafflement were not enough, they have dis- 


covered also that lots of children appear to learn a^good 
deal more from hit-and-miss outside activities than they 
do from school. And "unscientific" mothers who fondle 
their offspring get better results than mothers who cling 
to the rules of science. 


In the face of these findings, the scientists evidently 


showed no particular humility. They continued to insist 
that this country and the world will be better places if 
they take the scholars' advice and use their measuring 
rods. 


' Certainly no case can fairly be made for abandoning 


the scientific approach to human behavior. 


What the scientists have learned does not disprove the 


value of scientific knowledge and techniques. But it does 
suggest that their work in the human field has not gone 
nearly far enough.

Obviously they have not learned yet how to calculate 


the true leadership factors, either in business or any other 
realm of endeavor. Their tests seem too concerned with 
mechanical, statistical and surface measurements of ability. 
They have not found nor discovered how to tap the inner 
springs of power and resourcefulness that make for genuine 
success, 


By the same token, they have not yet figured out the 


real key to the successful imparting of knowledge. When 
they do, they will understand why hit-or-miss extra- 
curricular doings often surpass formalized training in edu- 
cational effectiveness, and why students studying via tele- 
vision at Western Reserve University outstripped those 
taught on the campus. 


There's nothing wrong with the scientific method. It's 


simply that, in it application to human behavior, it is still 
in its infancy. 


Old Fire Burns On 


It is comforting to hear that our temperamental public 


figures do not change with the years. Leopold Stokowski, 
the eminent and eccentric symphony conductor, demonstrated 
the other day that he still has the old fire. He started fussing 
at the D.A.R. over some draperies. 


He wanted a large curtain removed from the sta.ee of 


Constitution Hall in Washington. He said he'd been com- 
plaining about the thing for years because it ruins the 
acoustics in the place. Eventually he capitulated, played be- 
fore the undisturbed drapes, but told his audience "Do not 
think we're going'to back one inch on principle. We are 
not." 


When he used to conduct in Philadelphia, "Stoky" pulled 


all the stops. Once he had his orchestra punctuate its play- 
ing with coughing, in mimicry of the audience.

More than 
once he stopped his ochestra cold, turned and started at the 
crowd, waiting for silence.

ARMED FORCES AND IQ 


New Army and Navy standards which would drive 


out of the U. S. armed forces all men with a low "IQ"— 
intelligence quotient—run opposite to recommendations 
made by a "Conservation of Human Resources Project" 
initiated three years ago by President Eisenhower when 
he was head of Columbia University. 


Under the new Army plan, some 20.000 soldiers 


judged incapable of training as skilled technicians or 
troop leaders would be discharged as part of its planned 
reduction in force, from 1,500.000 to 1,250.000. 


The Columbia study of illiteracy—a 230-page book 


called "The Uneducated"—was published last March. It 
was based on World War II personnel records studied by 
Dr. Eli Ginzberg and Dr. Douglas W. Bray, a former Air 
Force psychologist. They pointed out that illiteracy was 
the largest single cause for rejection for military service. 
They claimed that it cost the U. S. the equivalent of more 
than 40 divisions in World War II. 


The two scientists advocated the acceptance for mili- 


tary service of men deficient in schooling with subsequent 
special training by the armed forces. 
They said the 


present policy of rejecting these men "seriously compro- 
mises" the ideal of universal military service.

The President said agriculture 


will face a problem of what to do 
with land diverted from crops be- 
cause of production control pro- 
grams.

help keep such diverted land from 
going into other crops. 


Eisenhower said he is convinced 


that the combination of freezing 
surpluses, using flexible price sup- 
ports, and the use of methods to 
expand markets would provide "a 
firm floor on which our farmers 
can rely while making long-term 
plans .for efficient production and 
marketing." He predicted: 


"It will help the farmer attain 


full parity in the market. 


"It will avoid creating burden- 


some surpluses. 


"It will curtail the regimenta- 


tion of production planning, lessen 
the problem of diverted acreage, 
and yield farmers greater freedom 
of choice and action."

TOKYO «—The 21 American 


soldiers refusing to return home 
from communism are torn with 
mistruat and fear of punishment 
their self-styled former leader «aic 
today. 


Cpl. Claude Batchejor of Kermit, 


Tex ,. who left the pro-Red band 
New Year's Day, said the at- 
mosphere in the strange camp be- 
gan to break down about a month 
ago. 


"I prefer not to go into the situa- 


tion." he said, "but the general 
atmosphere appeared to be that the 
people did not trust one another." 


The 22-year-old corporal was in- 


terviewed in the Tokyo Army Hos- 
pital room that has been his home 
since he was repatriated. 


He said that although all the 


men appeared 
sincere in their 


political hkmg for the Commu- 
nists, a majority would not come 
back because they feared punish- 
ment from the United States. 


If that fear could be erased, he 


said, quite a few of the lemaming 
21 would return. Batchelor wes 
the second to flee the group that 
originally numbered 23 Americans. 


He said he himself feared some 


form of punishment when he re- 
turned. The fear had been "deeply 
imbedded" in him by the Chinese ' 
Reds, he said. 


He told of "one man who was 


so thoroughly afraid to go home 
he broke down and cn-ed, and 
everything else, so they let him 
stay.'' 


"He's still up there," Batchelor
